Authorities Think. 
Cities Quaraniine Against 


Louisiana Points.

NEW ORLEANS, July .— 

The following is the report as 

to the progress of yellow fever 

in New Orleans up to 6 p.m., 


this evening: 
New cases, 21; total cares to 
date, 227; deaths today, 3; 


deaths to date, 47; new foci, 8. 

Of the deaths today, one oc- 
curred at the emergency hospl- 
tal and Was one of the cases 
transferred there yesterday. The 
institution now has nineteen 
cases under treatment and to- 
day diecharged its first patient 
as cured. 


NEW ORLEANS, July 2%.—Although 
the unofficial reports made public to- 
day showed a larger number of deaths 
than yesterday, when there were only 
two, and the appearance of a number 
of new cases, the men of science who 
are warring against the yellow-fever 
plague ended the day's labors confident 
that the situation was still well in 
hand and with no immediate prospect 
of becoming alarming. 

Today's official report of yesterday's 
progress of the disease shows that the 
entire section above Canal street was 
free from a single new case, and that 
the fever is spreading only in the 
poorer habitations of the downtown 
section, with new cases isolated except 
in the heart of the French Market 
quarter. 

The health authorities continued to 
mold also that the plague remains an 
Italian infection, all except two of the 
twenty-six cases reported today being 
of that nationality. Almost without 
exception since the beginning of the 
fever those who have fallen victims of 
the disease have been of the poorer 
classes, many of them not long resi- 
dents of the United States, and there- 
fore unacclimated. 

Today's deaths have been principally 
of Italians. The first death in the 
Emergency Hospital occurred 
The hospital was opened 
with thirteen cases, and an equal 
number was added today. Into the 
Hospitals are being sent the worst 
cases of indigent unfortunater. It is 
therefore expected that the mortality 
in this direction will be unusually high. 

TIGHTENING QUARANTINE. 

The Louisiana State Board is in ses- 
sion today. It will quarantine the 
State against New Orleans with the 
exception perhaps of the provinces of 
St. Tammany, Tagipahce and Jeffer- 
eon, contiguous to the city. 

The most annoying feature of the 
situation now is the disposition of ad- 
joining towns to tighten the quaran- 
tine against the city. This is due to 
the feeling beyond the city that 200 
cases means a serious situation and 
that the fact of the escape of Italians 
from the infected French market cen- 
ter has resulted in the appearance of 
cases of fever at various points, There 
were reports of cases in the Louisiana 
parishes of St. Mary's, Ascension and 
Plaquemine. 

Holding-up notices will be put up on 
reads surrounding New Orleans, to 
turn back every Italian who makes his 
appearance, and the bars have been 
put up all over the State against taat 
nationality in particular. Two Italians 
who managed to board a Mississippi 
Valley train yesterday were locked in 
a car which was sidetracked at Baton 
Rouge last night and sent back to New 
Orleans today. 

The Morgan line steamer Excelsior, 
Whose passengers were cetained at Ha- 
vana, brought news on her arrival here 
that Cuba is to send a commission of 
yellow-fever experts to study condi- 
tions in New Orleans. Other points in 
the South are aleo to be visited. 

STEAMERS TURN AWAY. 

Meantime the advices received 
through the Associated Press of quar- 
antines put on by Central American 
and South American countries and the 
Indies against New Orleans are arous- 
ing the population to a supreme effort 
to wipe out the iffection. It is known 
that Havana, Vera Cruz, Tampico and 
other former centers of yellow fever 


are taking precautions to protect 
themselves against communication 
with New Orleans. Nicaragua, how- 


ever, is an exception and her Consul 
has informed the authorities here that 
no bar will be up against the city, 
There is, however, little advantage in 
this. Practically all lines have deter- 
mined to send their steamers clse- 
where. 

The system of inspection which went 
into effect today contemplates a visit 
to every house in the city, #o that no 
case of sickness may escape detection. 
The city has been divided into a large 
number of districts. Each inspector is 
provided with a large il can from 
which he is directed to pour oll on all 
expored waters, tubs, cisterns and 
pools. 

Gov. Bianchard has returned to the 
State Capital and has placed himself in 
hourly communication with the State 
Board of Health. He thinks that if 
there is therough coiperatien of the 
people with the medical authorities 
there is no serious danger of a spread 
of the disease in Louisiana, 

The report of the case at Bowle has 
been confirmed. The case was an al- 
jan who fied from New Orleans. Upon 
his death. the authorities burned the 
bullding which he had occupied.

new birdhouse in the New York Zo- 
ological Park is open to the public 
and is being rapidly flied with native 
and foreign feathered creatures the 
visitors ask many question= as 0 
where the birds come from, what they 
cost. and inquiries of a similar nature. 

Anyone who attempts to gather a 
large number of living birds finds be- 
fore him a problem very differem from 
that of the animal collector. The lat- 
ter know that he may send to Hagen- 
beca or some other of the great deai- 
ers in animals and order a pair of 
lions for $1500, or a zebra for about $500, 
and in due season the animals will pe 
safely delivered. Now, while this ‘s 
the case with such birds as ostriches. 
cassowaries and emus, yet, in the maj- 
ority of instances uncertainty and a 
delightful unexpectedness add to the 
pleasures of the bird collector. One 
never knows what rarity will be of- 
fered next, and usually as a great bar- 
gain. too, for the majority of people 
value a bird only according to its song 
or gaudy plwnage while some of the 
birds most interesting to the visitor 
at the Zotlogical Park and most valu- 
abl: from a scientific point of view are 
— with neither of these attrib- 
utes. 

In years gone by New York City 
abounded in a multitude of smal) bird 
stores, scores of which sprang into 
transient existence at the periods of 
canary bird bads, but they as rapidly 
vanished again. Today, while the trust 
bogen has not invaded the realm of 
livestock dealers, yet most of the im- 
porting of foreign birds in New York 
City is in the hands of two or three 
wLolesale concerns. Weekly or monthly 
bulletins from these places advise of 
the frequent shiploads of birds, can- 
aries and parrots, of course, forming 
an overwhemling majority of the whole. 
Yet there are many treasures to be 
had at odd times, and a telephone call 
that some neu, unknoun species of 
birls have arrived is enough to arouse 
one’s expectations. Some kind of M- 
tle gray bird“ may prove to be some 


hemisphere. while, on the other hand. 
“African wild geese.” sometimes turn 
out to be nothing but specimens of 
our native white fronted geese un- 
ported from abroad. 

5 The average mall bird costs from 
‘5 cents to $3 and upward, while’ larger 
and rarer birds command higher prices.

One never knows when a summons 
from some unexpected source will re- 
veal a rute and valuable bird. A no- 
tiee came one day from the captain of 
an Italian steamer that a queer white 
bird had flown on board the ship while 
it was 800 miles from the nearest land. 
The clew was instantly followed up and 
a magnificent gerfalcon secured, a bird 
which could not have been procured by 
order, regardless of price. 

any interesting birds came as gifts 
| from people who have brought parrots, 
toucans and other feathered pets home 
with them after a visit to the tropics 
and who find them white elephants on 
their hands in the city. Another 
source, and a very important one, is 
the collecting of young birds by the 
men of the department and the subse- 
quent rearing of them by hand. This 
is most humane, for most of those 
which are taken live to a good old age 
in captivity, while their lives in a wild 
state would hardly ever be longer than 
two or three years. Young birds are 
much more satisfactory than old ones 
which. have been trapped, since the 
former are wholly without fear of 
man, while the adults sometimes re- 
quire several weeks before they settle 
down ‘to contentment under the new 
conditions. 

In the bird department of the New 
York Zoiilogical Park especial atten- 
tion is paid to taming the birds, this 
having been proved to be an important 
factor | nkeeping them in good health. 
If a bird has no fear of its keeper the 
danger of broken wings and legs 
caught in wires is all but eliminated, 
and if such a bird should require med- 
ical treatment, it can be caught and 
“handled without fear of adding to its 
hurt or iliness. When the keeper brings 
the food to the large cages of young 
birds they rush to him and almost cover 
bis person. clinging to his coat and 
hands. and begging for their share with 
jwde gaping mouths. The cockatoos, 
toucans and caracaras are almost ridi- 
culous in their total lack of fear, allow- 
ing themselves to be handled as freely 
as if they were dried skins instead of 
strong full-winged birds. Again and 
again, when some bird has accidentally 
escaped from its cage, it has remained 
in the immediate vicinity for hours 
er even days, and ultimately been 
found ‘trying to force its way back to

He did not believe the news until the 
ministers who hed deen with him dur- 
ing the morning came and told him 
personally. 

When the news became generally 
known around the jail, an immense 
crowd, which had gathered about the 
structure, sent up a shout that re- 
echoed through the jal) corridors. 

“I am tne happiest man in the world 
today, declared Hoch soon after. 
the Supreme Court decides against me, 
I am willing to die like a man. I ask 
no mercy and no favors. I believe in 
the law, and am hopeful that the court 
will finally decide in my favor. I have 
at all times felt I was found guilty on 
too sight evidence.” 

Hoch chatted cordially with the 
guards who came to visit him, and 
displayed his pleasure when shown the 
roll of bills, amounting to $500, sent 
to Hoch's attorney by A. H. Thomp- 
son, @ friend of the lawyer.

HIS MANY WIVES. 
THE ASSOCIATED PRESS—A.M.1 
CHICAGO, July 28.—Johann Hoch is 
regarded in some respects as a most 
remarkable criminal. The exact num- 


ber of women he married will 
probably never be known, but he is 
report to have had more than «4 
score of wives in the last ten years. 


Seven of this number he wedded in 
this city: some of whom are said to 
have died under suspicious circum- 
stances, 

Mrs. Marie Weloker Hoch, for whose 
murder Hoch was sentenced to hang 
today, died of arsenical poisoning after 
a short iliness, December 10 of last 
year. Preceding her death, he had ob- 
tained from the women all of her 
money, as he had done in most of his 
previous marriages. 

Five days after her death, he mar- 
ried her sister, Mrs. Emelia Fisher, his 
last wife, as far as the record now 
shows, and the day following the wed- 
ding he obtained from her $8750, to be 
used, he said, in paying the mortgage 
on the furniture and house where he 
lived. A day or two later he d 
peared, and Mrs. Fischer-Hoch told 
police. 

A search for Hoch, extending to Mil- 
waukee, Cincinnati, Pittsburgh and 
New York, then began. He was arrest- 
er in New York January 30 on informa- 
tion given by a woman at whose home 
he was boarding and to whom he is 
said to have proposed marriage after 
an acquaintance of scarcely twenty 


marriages and crimes received wide 
publicity, and in various parts of the 
country women were reported as hav- 
been his victims. 

bigamous practice of Hoch 
started in Germany, it is said, where 
he was known as Jacob Schmidt, and 
it is supposed that was his real name. 
His first wife was deserted by him in 
Vienna. The list of wives, as compiled 
by the police after his arrest, num- 
bered twenty-seven. 

Hoch was promptly brought back to 
Chicago. The body of Mrs. Marie 
Weicker Hoch was exhumed. A Coro- 
ner’s jury found she had died of ur- 
senical poisoning. Hoch was indicted, 
and after a trial lasting a month and 
— with unique features, was found 
gulity 

After the trial, Hoch complained he 

had not received fair treatment by the 
jury, which, he said, did not give 
enough time to the consideration of 
the evidence, having reached a verdict‘ 
in two or three hours. He denied the 
stories of his many wives, and all he 
would admit was that he had com- 
mitted bigamy once. 
Little is known concerning Hoch's 
relatives as he has steadfastly declined 
to tell Sheriff Barrett, who has charge 
of the arrangements for the execution, 
anything concerning himself. His only 
confidant has been his spiritual ad- 
vieer, Rev. Auguste Schlechte. Hoch 
was recently granted a reprieve that 
he might carry his case to the Supreme 
Court. Failing to raise the funds, how- 
ever, in the specified time, the Gover- 
nor refused to Interfere with the man- 
date of the court. 


LOOTED SAFE ON TRACK. 
PLAN WRECK AFZER ROBBERY.

SALINAS, July 283.—A daring bur- 
giary, the narrow escape of an over- 
land train from wreck and the arrest 
of two desperate tramps caused a sen- 
sation here this morning. 

Upon the arrival of Section No. 2 
of the overland train, the crew re- 
ported having seen an iron safe at a 
crossing near the depot, in dangerous 
proximity to the track. Investigation 
revealed the fact that robbers had 
stolen a heavy truck, crow-bar and 
hammer and chisel from a railroad 
tool-house, and then proceeded to the 
Salinas steam laundry, broke it open, 
took out the safe, which was carried 
on the truck about six hundred feet, 
and dumped into a shallow guich. The 

safe was then broken open and robbed 
of $200. No papers or checks were 
taken. 

The safe was left within two feet of 
the track and when the first section of 
the train passed was not seen. Had 
there been a heavy jar the safe would 
have fallen on the track, causing the 
wrecking of the second section. 

The Sheriff's officers this morning 
located two rough-looking men loafing 
near the safe, and after considerable 
resistance, on the part of the men, 
arrested them. The men claim to be 
tramps but are believed to be ex-con- 
victs. They refuse to give their names.

HIRSCH BANQUETED. 


Distinguished Chicago Rabbi Honored 
by Los Angeles Members of 
His Race. 


“What has gratified me most during 
my visit to Los Angeles has been to 
see such a prosperous and well estab- 
lished colony of Jews here.

The speeches lasted over an hour. 
Kaspare Cohn, in his capacity of presi- 
dent of the B'nai B'rith presided. In 
introducing Robbi Hirsch, he said: 

“In presenting Rabbi Hirsch to you 
tonight, I feel that I have an easy as 
well as a pleasant task. Not only his 
eloquence and ability, but his integrity 
and probity make Rabbi Hirsch a man 
ot whom the whole Jewish race in the 
United States can well feel proud.

And on the passenger tracks a re- 
markable innovation will be distinct 
tracks for the fast fiyer trains, with 
no stops between the cities, and other 
tracks for the loca! passenger service.

pot, the yards of which by that time 
will be capable of handling practically 
any number of cars, with the additions 
which are being planned in the rear of 
that buliding on the property now be- 
ing cleared for the use of the Hunting- 
ton railways. The narrow-gauge serv- 
ice will continue over the same route 
in from Jefferson street and Grand 
avenue, thereby avoiding any conges- 
tion of traffic which would result from 
running the broad and narrow-gauge 
cares over the same street. 

For the time being there will be but 
two tracks between Redondo and the 
junction at Belvidere, but as these 
will carry the third rail for tne accom- 
modation of the standard-gauge cars 
as well as the narrow-gauge, they will 
practically answer the purpose of four 
tracks. 

It has long been apparent to 
Mr. Huntington that the freight 
business, real and prospective of the 
Redondo line could not be handled over 
the road except at the inconventence 
of passengers and the interruption of 
a rapid service. It is to eliminate this 
feature that the passenger tracks will 
be built. 

With the standard-gauge tracks. 
heavier and ewifter motor cars will be 
put into service and the running time 
will be cut down to thirty minutes or 
thereabouts. 

Mr. Huntington wired yesterday that 
he will be in Los Angeles by August 
20, and the details for the wonderful 
development of this line. which are 
awaiting his coming. will then be. set- 
tled with the decision and dispatch 
which characterize all of his move- 
ments, and actual work will begin with 
little delay. 

In his telegram Mr. Huntington also 
emphatically denies having purchased 
the Dedson ranch lying between San 
Pedro and Redondo, and also denies 
having made any purchases of any 
kind at Oceanside.

But the rising waters of the sink win 
be checkmated in good time, for the 
track which the company is now rush- 
ing through on higher ground from 
Salton ten miles to Mortmere will be 
connected and ready for service next 
Tuesday. Barring a sudden high wind 
between now and that time, which 
would toss the waters of the lake up 
over the tracks which they are now 
lapping in the calm, there will be no 
interruption of traffic. 
In spite of all the efforts made to 
check it, the water is still pouring 
from the Colorado River through the 
intake of the California Development 
Company's canal in a huge volume and 
the level of the inland sea continues 
steadily to rise. 

General Superintendent Ingram, who 
returned from Salton yesterday, says: 
“We shall doubtless get the shoo-fly 
track completed in good time. It will 
reach ground six or eight feet higher 
than the present track and therefore 
well out of reach of the rising water. 
It will make our line about 3000 feet 
longer, and from present appearances 
is likely to serve more than a tempo- 


rary end. 

“We held off buliding this track just 
as long as there was any hope Sv 
ing the main line. Finally we saw that 
there was nothing left us but an ut 
mate abandonment of the present 
line, temporarly at least. Then we 
pushed things as rapidiy as possible 
with the new track along the higher 
ground nearer the biuffs. 

“Tt looks as though the water would 
soon cover the old jine. The engineers 
have met with many difficulties in 
stopping the inflow from the Colorad« 
River, and have failed to stop it us 
auickly as they expected to. The new 


track will enable us to put the old line 


in shape when we consider it expedient 
to do so, without interrupting traffic.” 
There are between 250 and 360 men 
at work on the Southern Pacific tracks 
in the threatened district, that being 
all that can be worked advantageously 
on the job. Small waves were reported 
running on the inland sea yesterday, 
but they were not breaking over the 


track.

SHIPPING LIVE STOCK. 
OFFICIAL REGULATIONS ISSUED. 
(BY THE ASSOCIATED PRESS—P.M.1 
WASHINGTON, July 2.—Regula- 
tions for the shipment of live stock 
under the twenty-eight-hour law in the 
matter of feed and rest of stock in 
transit were completed today by the 
Department of Agriculture. The rec- 
ommendations as to the department's 
attitude on the question were prepared 
by Dr. D. E. Salmon, chief of the Bu- 
reau of Anima! Industry, and approved 
by Secretary Wilson. They are as fol- 

lows: 

“The statute provides for the ship- 
ment of live stock without unloading en 
route, and Other certain conditions. I 
have investigated the subject, and 
would respectfully recommend that the 
department approve, as being in com- 
pliance with the statute, all shipments 
of cattle in transit for more than twen- 
ty-eight consecutive hours, made un- 
der the following conditions: 

“First—That the cars containing the 
cattle shall be equipped with hay racks, 
each lineal foot of which shall have a 
capacity of not less than one cubic 
foot extending along the sides of the 
cars from the doors to the end, and 
that the cars shall be so arranged that 
the racks may be readily filled with 
hay through openings in the car roof. 

“Second—That the car shall be fit- 
ted with semi-cylindrical water troughs 
of galvanized or cast tron, not less than 
fifteen inches deep by not less than 
twelve inches wide across the top, in- 
side measurement, with the inner edge 
curved to retain the water and facil- 
Hate filling. The troughs are to be 
placed in proper positions along the 
side of the cars, and extend from the 
doors to the end All troughs to be so 
arranged that they can be readily filled 
with water and emptied on the outside 
of the car, and the troughs be kept 
free from all litter and filth. 

“Third—Fresh water to be supplied 
at intervals, not exceeding twety-

HARRIMAN IN CHICAGO.

A BIG HIT. 

Three months ago Mr. Eaton made 
his real strike. That waa when he se- 
cured an option on the whole of 
Rickey’s stock ranch for $500,000. 
Rickey blundered down into the 
Owens River Valley ten years ago 
a comparatively poor man. He secured 
possession of over 50,000 acres of land 
as the result of ten year’s close applica- 
tion to stock raising. The water which 
he regarded as of little value has made 
him a wealthy man. 

Just two days ago Mr. Eaton secured 
the option on the last piece of land in 
the valley. He is now on his way back 
to Los Angeles. 

At the time when the option on Rick- 
ys ranch was secured Mayor McAleer, 
Superintendent Mulholland of the water 
department, City Attorney Mathews 
and Water Commissioners Fay and Kli- 
liott made a trip by wagon into the 
valley. 

The party went to Mojave by train, 
and traveled the old stage road into In- 
dependence. The three days’ trip across 
the desert was not a pleasant one. It 
was like traveling through Death Val- 


ley. 

Mr Elliott collapsed before they 
reached Independence. Mr. Fay took 
him out of the valley over the little 
narrow gauge Reno and Carson Rall- 
road into Nevada. Mr. Elliott ended 
the trip by lying for three weeks Ill in 
a San Francisco hospital. 

Mayor McAleer and the City Attorney 
stood the trip better, but neither of 
them has any desire to repeat the ex- 


perience.

The aggregate distance is a little over 
240 miles. It is claimed that no other 
city in the world receives its water sup- 
ply from so great a distance. 

BONDS, TO BE ISSUED. 

Already the water department has ex- 
pended about $150,000. The commission- 
ers advocate voting bonds for the com- 
pletion of the work. They suggest, 
however, that these bonds shall be 
voted on the installment plan, a couple 
of million at a time. They say that it 
is not necessary to vote bonds for build- 
ing the open part of the canal until the 
tunnels are finished. That will save the 
city a great deal of interest that would 
have to be paid if the bonds were voted 
all at once. The first Issue will prob- 
ably be for $1,250,000, the cost of the 
water rights and eurveys. 

They assert that the new system will 
pay for itself in twenty years, and that 
at the expiration of that period it will 
be possible to reduce the water rates 
one-half on account of the income the 
city will receive by leasing a portion of 
the water. . 

The new water supply will make it 
possible for Los Angeles to have a chain 
of the finest municipal parks in the 
world. Park development has been 
handicapped all these years on account 
of the scarcity of water. To increase 
the supply to ten times the present 
amount will enable the city to convert 
the Arroyo into a handsome pleasure 
to make improvements

LAUGHLIN TUNNEL. 
INSPECTED YESTERDAY. . 


The tunnel under construction from 
Homer Laughlin buliding to the

SIDE STREETS MAY PAVE. 

WOULD PREVENT SAND DELUGE. 
There are good prospects that the 
paved area of the dewntown district 
will be considerably increased, greatly 
aiding in the maintenance of cleaner 
streets. A movement is now well on 
foot to secure the paving of West 
First, Second and Fourth streets and 
Bellevue avenue from Broadway to the 
crown of the hills.

LONG CRUISING RACES. 
BEGIN AT CHICAGO TODAY. 
‘BY THE ASSOCIATED PRESS—A.M.) 

CHICAGO, July %8.—The yachting 
season in the West reaches its climax 
when the fleet of the Chicago Yacht 
Club and the representatives of the 
Detroit and Cleveland yacht clubs 
cross the lines tomorrow afternoon in 
the start of the long cruising races, the 
former at Chicago, the latter at Port 
Huron, both bound for Mackinac Isl- 
and. Four splendid schooners, evenly 
matched and well representing the two 
ty of craft popular in fresh water, 
half a dozen powerful cruising yaw!ls, 
and several racing oops will race in 
their respective classes, with ten min- 
utes. between the classes.

The impfoyements pro 
posed are on the largest scale of any 
yet undertaken in the Hulldigg Une in 
this progressiye city of continual sur- 
prises. The ‘ground purchased, the 
buildings proposed and the long stride 
taken southward from the present 
business center embody a boldness of 
enterprise and a faith in the future of 
the city not equaled to this me. 

But while all this must be apparent 
to all who read of this really sensa- 
tiona! development in the commercial 
life of Los Angeles, there is behind 
and underneath the story something 
many who read it may not know, or 
may not think of. It ls something 
well worth knowing and as weil h 
remembering for all time to conte.

HE CHANCES FOR PEACE.

conclude a treaty of peace between 
Russia and Japan. The terms to be 
proposed by Japan have already been 
prepared by the Mikado and his Coun- 
cil of the Empire. What Russia 


the Czar, and how. 
potentates shall be 
cede to the clamor of these influences 
and agencies is still an open question. 
That Russia cannot consent to such 
Japanese demands as sball humiliate 
or practically ruin her there can be 
no argument. That the other powers 
of Europe will not look favorably upon 
demands that would dave such an 
effect upon Russia there is equally 
no reason to doubt. The situation 
has recently been stated with exact- 
ness by the Novoe Vremya, ag fol- 
lows: 
“Russia can consent only to such 
a peace as will not affect the dignity 
or vital interests of the empire. To 
act otherwise would be fatal to Rus- 
sia and would threaten all Europe. 
Europe no longer believes in Japan's 
assurances that she will not restrict 
European interests in the Far Fast. 
Even in England and America the 
voices of moral instigators can be 
heard in favor of indirect interference 
of the powers to moderate Japan's de- 
mands. Our plenipotentiaries must 
remember that they must defend the 
interests not only of Russia, “but also 
of the other Caucasian powers, and 
they will find mora! support in Berjin. | 
Paris, Washington, and perbaps even in 
Londom. .. We must ascertain 
the acceptable maximum of our - 
cessions to Japan from the Eu 

point of view and act accordingly.” 

Such are the influemens that Rus- 
sia may depend upon to help her 
through—the all the 
other powers of Eufope. And that 
Japan, with all her overbearing con- 
ceft and tnsolence, hes at last awak- 
ened to the fact that she must rec 
ognize these influences, is made suf: 
ficiently apparent if one will read be- 
tween the lines of the statement made 
in New York, dy Aimar Sato, spokes- 
man for Baron Komura. In his in- 
terview, as recently published in these 
columns, Mr. Sato sald: * 

Jam confident that peace will de 
successfully negotiated by the ap 
pointed delegations. The Japanese 
will be guided by moderation, and no 
excessive demands wil) be made, but 
the sentiment in Japan and Russia is 
for peace, and in the interests of 
humanity and propriety there must be 
peace. The cost to Japan has been 
very great. On both sides. the loss 
in men has been 570.000, Russia los- 
ing 270,000 of these. The war is cost- 
ing Japan $1.000,000 a day, and there 
is a feeling that there ought to be an 
indemnity.” 

This kind of talk ta very different, 
Indeed, from the dominating, bullying 
and wholly unreasonable utterances 
we have been accustomed to hear 
from Japanese sources, both official 
and otherwise. It begins to look as 
though the Jap was about ready to 
come down from his high horse. 
Doubtless he will still preserve his air 
of superiority, bluff and banter, bat

growers shall get for their raw sugar, 
at what rates money on call shall 
loan in New York; that is, whether 
call money there shal! be so high that 
owners of stocks cannot hold them, 
or whether it shall be so low that 
everybody will be able to buy, is soon 
to feel the government probe.“ 

In order to boost prices of sugar. 
the trust recently shut down a big re 
finery in Brooklyn, throwing cut of 
work 3200 men. Not that there was 
any falling off iu the demand. It was 
simply a selfish movement to make 
people pay more for the sugar. 

Surely the people of the United 
States will not placidly submit to the 
killing of the great beet-sugar indus, 
try, which had at times such a promis- 
ing future until the sugar trust ob- 
tained control of it. 

The prophecy was not long since 
made by Secretary of Agriculture 
Wilson that sugar would eventually 
be produced from American grown 
beets at a cost of two cents a pound. 
It looks as if this time was not far 
distant, as the Department of 48 
culture has succeeded in producing 


a beet with a single germ that will 
make it unnecessary to thin out the 
beets by hand, as is now necessary, 
thus greatly reducing the cost of rais- 
ing the beets. 

California is inter- 
ested in this question. There is 


probably no section of the world that 
is so well adapted w the culture of 
sugar beets as this State. Baperts 
have decided that a comparative low 
temperature during the three growing 
monthe—June, July and August-—to- 
gether with plenty of sunshine, are 
the chief requisites for the growing 
of beets containing a large percentage 
of sugar. These are exactly the con- 
dit ions that we find prevailing on the 
coast of Southern California, and it 
is these conditions that made possible 
the raising of beets containing the im- 
mepvse percentage of one-fourth sugar 
to the gross weight of the beet, as 
was done recently in Ventura County. 

All this, however, will be of little 
advantage to the people of California, 
if we permit the overgrown sugar 
trust to continue to monopolize the 
sugar business of the country. 
Fortunately we have at the head of 
A alrs in Washington a man who is 
no afraid of big financial bullies 
than he is of geiazly bears.

I have not decided whether I 
will accept the offer, however, as my 
associations at Occidental College are 
of such a nature that it will be hard 
for me to leave, even for a larger field. 
“Occidental College has grown dur- 
ing the past few years and the future 
of the schoo! is most promising. Los 
Angeles is undoubtedly to become «a 
great educational center and our Pres- 
byterian institution will keep pace with 
the march of progress. There is much 


positively decide until I have thorough- 
ly studied the situation.”

In the course of his duties as a gov- 
ernment engineer, Mr. Lippincott was 
engaged in planning various reclama- 
tion districts, seeking sources of water 
supply and arranging for the irriga- 
tion of arid lands. 

Guided by the spirit of the Reclama- 
tion Act, which is to the effect that the 
law is intended to afford the greatest 


| good to the greatest number, he rec- 
ognized the fact that the Owens River |

LONG BEACH, July .- No official 
orders having been received to the con- 
trary Marshal J. J. Conklin still holds 
the fort, carries the keys of the jail 
and is attending to his duties.

His attorneys will take this course. 

The fight of Officer Folsom against 
the marshal has resuited in an attack 
on him. Monday a petition was sent to 
the trustees with 107 signatures asking 
his removal for the good of the serv- 
ice, and this week two more petitions 
to the same effect are being circulated 
and also one asking his retention. As 
A result the office of City Trustee at 
present is not an enviable one.

small for the services. 

At Fifth and Pine, the First Meth- 
odist Church own 150x150 feet, which 
would easily bring $25,000, and which 
originally cost about one-fourth that 
amount.

SUPPLY IN WESTERN PART OF 
CITY CHOKED OFF.

Accident at Bellevue Reservoir 
Stops Flow Just Gefore Dinner- 
time and Mighty How! Risee—Big 
Sereen Falles and Clogs Outlet to 
One of Principal Mains. 


Dinner was late in thousands of 
homes in the southwestern part of the 
city last evening because of an acci- 
cent at the reservoir which supplies 
that large and important section with 
water. 

Shortly before 6 o'clock every tap in 
the higher portions of the district went 
dry, together with many in the lower 
lying sections. 

Housewives tore their hair over the 
delay; expansive and expensive lawns, 
together with those of humbler pre- 
ifneions, went without their customary 
evening soaking, and numerous ether 
complications arose over the failure of 
the water supply. 

The water department offices, and of- 
ielals at their homes, were besicged 
‘ith complaints by telephone, and a 
mighty roar went up from thousands 
of hungry and thirsty throata. 

Superintendent Mulholland of the wa- 
ter department was just about to sit 
down to dinner at his home on Boyle 
Heights when he received news of the 
trouble. Without stopping for the mea! 
he started on an vestigation trip 
which led him to Bellevue reservoir, 
near the west end of Temple street. 

There he found the fluid choked off 
at the point of exit from the big basin. 

Two men had been engaged in clean- 
ing the immense screen that fits over 
the outlet into the thirty-inch main; 
they had pulled the screen partly ap 
from the great depth at which it had 
rested, when the heavy iron chain to 
which it was attached broke from rust 
and dropped back into the water. 

In the juggling indulged in by the 
workmen to recover the screen, the 
water level was permitted to lower 
considerably, and much air got imto 
the main. 

Under Mr. Mulholland's able direc- 
tion temporary repairs were made and 
water again flowed through the big 
pipe, and all its conneceing arteries, 
a'though the delay was extended by the 
presence of air in the main, and there 
Was a practical shut-off for about two 
bours. 

The screen that caused the trouble 
is of copper wire and is 458 feet in 
size, weighing with its frame some- 
thing more than a ton. 

extent of the inconvenience 
caused to consumers is indicaied by 
the fact that the thirty-inch main that 
was clogged carries dally from 12,000,- 
C to 13,090,000 gallons of water—about 
a third of the total amount consumed 
daily throughout the entire city. 

So heavy is the demand upon this 
main that the water department now is 
planning to have it duplicated at an 
estimated cost of $110,000 This work, 
it is expected, will begin next winter.
